‘Budget Almost 
“Stapvers” Mind 
Premier States 


Declaring that the present Do- 
minion budget “almost staggers 
the imagination,” Premier Wil- 
liam Aberhart, in commenting on 
Mr. Iisley's new proposals on 
Wednesday remarked “there ts 
nothing we can do about it under 
our present system of financing 
the country’s needs.” 

The premier was one of several 
prominent officials who commented 
on the proposals contained in the 
budget brought down in the house 
of commons Tuesday night. 

Here are some of the comments: 

Premier William Aberhart: The 
new federal budget—the largest 
wartime or peacetime budget in the 
history of Canada—almost staggers 
the imagination with its demands 
on the Canadian taxpayers to meet 
the cost of war. 


DIG DEEPER 

The astronomical figures present- 
ed by Finance Minister Ilsley to 
the house of commons Tuesday will 
do more than anything else to make 
the people of this dominion realize 
the critical emergameyewe are fac- 
ing in our fight with the Axis; we 
will be forced to dig down deeper 
in a pocketbook which for many 
people is becoming slimmer and 
slimmer. 

Under our present financial set- 
up this system of taxation to bal- 
ance a war budget is, in the opinion 
of the federa] government, the only 
system which can be adopted to 
meet the rising cost of the war. 

It has always been my conten- , 
tion that if the Dominion govern- 
ment is able to issue bonds to 
meet the cost of the war it is also 
able to issue bills for the same 
Purpose, The bills have this ad- 
vantage—there are no_ interest 

charges and no debt is created. 
The bonds are for the advantage, 
largely, of the financial corpora-

New Income Tax At A Glance 


OTTAWA, June 24.—(CP)—The 1942-model income tax is a three- 
ply job made up of: 

(1) Basic income tax—running approximately twice as high as the 
1941 income tax which ranged from around four per cent. to 20 per cent. 
on medium-sized incomes, 

(2) Flat-rate or “normal” income tax (which was called “national 
defence tax” in 1941)—running seven per cent. for married persons, and 
from seven to nine per cent. for single persons, compared with three to 
five per cent. for married and from five to seven per cent. for single 
persons. 

(3) Compulsory savings (returnable after the war)ccrepresenting 
one-half to one-fifth of total tax payable, 

This runs approximately eight per cent. for single persons, 10 per 


cent. for married persons, and five to 12 per cent. for married person |, 


with children, where medium-sized incomes are considered. 
Exemptions and percentage graduations make sweeping statements 
impossible,

OTTAWA, June 24.—(CP)—Heavy and steply-graduat- 
ed income tax increases, coupled with a compulsory savings 
feature, and new and increased taxes on personal commod- 
ities and services were announced in the annual budget pre- 
sented last night in the House of Commons by Finance 
Minister Llsley. 


Faced by an over-all expenditure for war and normal 
government costs of $3,900,000,000 in the current fiscal 
year and a likely deficit of $1,850,000,000, the Minister 
called upon the people to sacrifice “willingly” for victory. 


House of Commons galleries were crowded to capacity 
as the Minister in a two-hour address, declared the new ime 
posts will reduce the standard of living. 

Direct taxation on income and profits, and indirect taxa- 
tion on commodities and services, without striking at the 
necessities of life, were the chief methods by which the Min- 
ister announced his hopes of obtaining an additional $377,- 
000,000 in the current fiscal year. 


New Tax Changes In Brief 


In brief the Minister announced: 

1, Sharply increased income and national defence taxes, 
now combined in one tax to be collected where possible at 
the source and part to be treated as compulsory savings re- 
turnable with two-per-cent interest after the war. 

2. Excess profits taxation increased from 75 to 100 per 
cent, with provision for return of 20 per cent after the war, 

8. Increased taxation on liquor, tobacco in all forms, 
soft drinks, transportation and telephone service, night club 
entertainment and a wide range of luxury articles such as 
furs, trinkets, jewelry, candy and chewing gum. 

Only minor changes were effected in the Succession 
Duties Act and the Customs tariff. 


Hanson Congratulates Minister 


Conservative House Leader Hanson moved adjournment 


| of the debate and will be first speaker when the budget 


comes up for discussion. 


He congratulated Mr. Ilsley on “the manner he has 
adopted in presenting this budget,” said he agreed fully 
with the minister’s warning of the war position, and that 
he hoped it would be appreciated by all Canadians. 


National defence and personal income taxation are com- 
bined in the new plan and an entirely new system of assess- 
ment adopted. 

It will ensure that no person's income is reduced lower 
than $660 for a single person and $1,200 for a married per- 
son and goes up through the brackets until a person with 
$500,000 income will be allowed to retain only $37,000. 


Deductions Important Feature 


An important feature of the compulsory savings plan 
incorporated in the increased income taxes is the provision 
that payments into superannuation funds or life insurance 
coverage is deductable from the tax. 

The excess profits tax change will have the result, Mr. 
Isley said, “that no corporation will be permitted to retain 
more than 70 per cent of its pre-war standard profits, though 
it will be given the opportunity to earn a post-war credit 
through economies and efficiencies and increased production 
that enable it to earn higher profits before tax.” 


It might be necessary for some corporations to reduce 
dividend payments, the Minister said, “but I do not believe 
it will be too much of a burden to place upon these corpor- 
ations or their shareholders at this critical time.” 


A keynote of the Minister's speech was an appeal to the 
people to pour into the war chest, in the form of war savings 
certificates and bond investments as well as tax payments, 
as much as possible to be saved from the war-swollen nat- 
ional income. 


Most Made Effective Immediately 

The excess profits tax increase is effective from July 1, 
1942. 

Most of the special war revenue and excise tax changes 
and new taxes are effective as from midnight last night. 


Exceptions are the new tax on night club entertain- 
ment which becomes effective July 1, 1942, and the tax on 
insurance premiums which applies on 1941 premiums.

Collection Of Tax At 
Source, Refunding Of 
Portion Is New Plan

single assessment to be collected at the source when possible, 
and a plan of refunding a portion of such taxes after the war, 
were proposed by Finance Minister Ilsley in his budget speech 
last night.

The total assessment—in part a | 
flat-rate tax on the total income 
and in part a steeply graduated 
tax—will be made at rates higher 
than those now existing. 


As at present, single persons 
with incomes of less than $660 a 
year and married persons with less 


than $1,200 a year will be exempt 
from tax, and the tax will not re- 
duce incomes below these starting 
points, 

$115,000,000 INCREASE 

Mr, Ilsley said it is proposed to 
make a portion of the increased tax | 
refundable within a specified period 
after the war, with accrued interest 
at two per cent. 

The minister estimated the pres- 
ent income tax, including national 
defence tax, would yield about 
$410,000,000 in a year. 

The proposed increase in rates 
and changes in exemption would, 
he believed, yield an additional 
$115,000,000 in a full year in the 
form of tax revenue proper. 

It would also impose a minimum 
savings requirement of about $250,- 
000,000 in addition. But it was ex- 
pected a substantial portion of this 
would be met by alternative con- 
tractual forms of savings, such as 
pension funds and insurance pre- 
mium payments. 


$125,000,000 Refundable 

Possibly $125,000,000 would be 
left as the yield of refundable 
taxes. 

Present payments for superannua- 
tion or pensions, life insurance 
premiums on policies in force be-| 
fore the budget, and principal pay- 
ments on a past mortgage will be! 
allcewed as offsets against the collec- | 
tion of the refundabile portion of | 
the tax. 


The gift tax rates will have 
three per cent added to them in 
each bracket of the schedule, 

The formula used as repayment 
after the war is that one-half the 
total taxes will be refundable, pro- 
viding that such refunds shall not 
exceed eight per cent of the income 
of a single person or $800, which- 
ever is less; and 10 per cent of the 
income of a married person or 
$1,000, whichever is the less, plus 
one per cent of the taxpayer's in- 

come for each dependent or $1,000, 
whichever is the less 


PAYABLE FROM SEPT. 1 

The new combined tax will be) 
assessed on incomes of the calendar 
year, 1942, but will be collected and | 
payable over the 12 months from 
Sept. 1 to Aug. 31, 1943 Returns | 
are to be filed, as at present, on or 
before March 31. 

National defence tax already | 
deducted from 1942 incomes will 
be credited toward the total pay- 
ment under the new tax, and this 
will afford considerable allevia- 
tion of the immediate burden for 
those in lower tax brackets, Mr. 
Isley said. 

The flat-rate tax, corresponding 
to the present national defence tax, 
will be at the rate of seven per cent 
for married persons, and at the same 
rate for single persons with incomes | 
not exceeding $1,800. It will be 
eight per cent for ‘single persons | 
with incomes exceeding $1,800 but | 
not exceeding $3,000, and nine per 
cent on single persons with incomes 
exceeding $3,000. 

The allowance of $20 for a child 
under the national defence tax has 
been increased to $28. 


BASIC EXEMPTION 

In respect to the graduated tax, | 
Mr, Isley said it is proposed to 
establish a single basic exemption | 
of $660—in place of the present ex- 
emptions of $750 for single persons, 
$1,500 for married persons and $400| 
for each child—and to grant a flat 
allowance off the tax for married 
persons and for children. 

Married persons will deduct $150 
from the graduated tax and the 
allowance for children or other de- | 
pendents will be $80 each. 


“In effect, we are freezing the | 
value of these present exemptions 
at about the amount they have 
been worth to a taxpayer having 
an income of around $2,000 or $3,- 
000,” said Mr, Isley, } 

“This I believe to be a better way, 

of increasing the tax on persons 
with families than reducing the 
current exemptions, particularly 
under present circumstances when 
other charges are being made which | 
have the effect of widening the dif- 
ference between the levies on the 
single, the married and those with 
children,” 


RATES INCREASED 

The proposed rates of the grad- 
uated tax are higher than those at 
present. The first $1,000 of net tax- 
able Income, that is after the de- 
ductions of exemptions, now is tax- 
ed at the rate of 15 per cent. Under 
the new schedule, the first $500 is 
to be subject to a rate of 30 per 
cent, the next $500 to 33 per cent

“The effect of these rates will be | 
that while a married person with a 
$100,000 income, of which $30,000 is | 
earned income, will be left with 
about $21,000, another having a total 
income of $500,000 will be left with 
about $37,000."

For example, for married em- 
ployees earning between $33 and 
$36 a week, the employer would be 
asked to deduct about $5.50 a week, 
to be forwarded to the income tax 
office and to be credited to the 
employee's tax liability and mini- 
mum savings requirements, 

Those having income not sub- 
ject to deduction at the source 
would be required to pay their 
taxes and their minimum savings 
requirements on a compulsory in- 
stalment basis. For this purpose, 
it would be necessary to provide 
for only four instalments rather 
than 12 to reduce the administra- 


tive work involved in such fre- 
quent payments. 

The minister said he would pro- 
pose that the age up to which 
children might be claimed as de- 
pendents be reduced from 21 years 
to 18 years except where the child 
is attending school or college. 

For those at the other end of their 
working lives, he proposed that 
anyone over the age of 65 should 
not be liable for the minimum sav- 
ings requirement, if his income did 
not exceed $3,000 a year. 

Mr. Ilsley said he would recom- 
mend an exemption for all taxes 
under the Income Tax Act in re- 
spect to war service pensions. 

The tax on non-residents, which 
applies to interest, dividends, rents, 
royalties and certain other income, 
would be extended to cover salaries 
and annuities.

Income Taxes 
In Forefront 
For Revenue 


OTTAWA, June 24. — (CP) — | 
Income taxes forged ahead as 
major contributions to the gov- 
ernment’s intake of funds during 


increases imposed in the last bud- 
get, as well as increased earnings 
and employment. 

The individual income tax pro- | 
duced $189,502,000 compared with 
75,863,000 in 1940-41, Finance Min- 
ister Ilsley reported to the house of | 
commons in his budget speech last | 
night.

$185,836,000 and for the first time in| 
many years was less than the return |

DEFENCE TAX YIELD 

The national defence tax, also in- 
creased in the last budget, yielded | 
$106,637,000 against $27,672,000 the 
year before and the excess profits 
tax, operating for the first time for 
a full year, produced $135,168,000 
compared with $23,995,000. 

The federal succession duty, ap-

Mr, Ilsley said achievements in 
borrowing might be misleading.

It 
might mean the government was 
falling short of its objective of 
financing the war as far as prac- 
ticable on a “pay as you go basis” 
8nd without inflation, 

Canada acquired assets in ex-

Farm Returns 
To Near Past 
Best Records 


OTTAWA, June 24, — (CP) — 
With good crops this summer the 
cash income of Canadian farmers 
will come close to the best records 
of the past, Finance Minister Is- 
fey predicted in his budget speech 
in the house of commons last 
night. 

“Excluding wheat watch has been 
in surplus supply since the begin- 
ning of the war and has required 
special measures,” he said, “the 
prices of farm products on the aver.

The outlook for the fiscal year, 
1942-43, is distinctly more cheer- 
ful than the results of the cal- 
endar year 1941.

Other favorable factors have en- 
tered the picture, particularly the 
adverse effect on the tourist trade 
of the necessary restrictions on the 
use of gasoline and rubber and the 
recent decline in newsprint ex- 
ports.

Coninued from Page Four 
will decline by about $55,000,000 
since a large number of goods 
subject to tax will not be avail- 
able in the quantities purchased 
last year and inventories being 
used up will have already been 
taxed. .+. 

Expenditures of $3,900,000,000 and 
revenues of $1,672,000,000 will leave 
an apparent deficit of $2.228,000,000 
to be covered by new taxes and bor- 
rowing. On the basis of these esti- 
mates, we should be~ paying less 
than 43 per cent of our expenditures 
out of revenue, To make a compari- 
son with last year, we can exclude 
the United Kingdom financing and 
reach a deficit of $1,228,000,000 as 
compared with $414,000,000 as esti- 
mated for the past fiscal year. 


WAR CLAIMS OUTPUT 


Last year, I referred to the finan- 
cial requirements of 1941-42, which 
were difficult to define clearly, as 
“staggering.” Confronted now with 
much larger requirements, set out 
as the simplest of sums in arithme- 
tic, I must perforce drop all adjec- 
tives and try to state, as clearly as 
one who isn't a prophet may state, 
what they mean in terms of the fu- 
ture, ... 

In the present year, we must and 
can again increase our total output 
but by no such amount as was add- 
ed to it last year, Shortages of ma- 
terials are daily growing more 
stringent. Scarcities of power, trans- 
port facilities and labor have plac- 
ed narrow limits on the production 
of almost everything, The need for 
war production, and it is only too 
apparent how urgent that need is 
this year, will absorb all our Ccapa- 
city to expand output and more. 

Looking at the problem from the 
side of goods and services, we shall 
not be able to obtain substantial im- 
ports from the United States with- 
out paying for them out of current 
output, for we expect to meet, or 
nearly meet, our exchange problem 
by deliveries of goods under the 
Hyde Park agreeinent, We can prob- 
ably again draw on inventories of 
civilian goods but by how much I 
do not know ,for information as to 
inventories is very deficient. De- 
ferred maintenance and_ replace- 
ment must again contribute a Sub- 
stantial sum. 

FAIREST TAX METHOD 

From what has been said it is evi- 
dent that fiscal necessity forces us 
to look again to the income tax on 
individuals, or some similar device, 
for a large amount of additional 
funds. In devising measures to meet 
this need I have had to keep in 
mind three other important con- 
siderations—the need for equity, for 
incentive and for savings. 

As regards equity, I am sure we 
all agree that the income tax on 
individuals is the fairest method 

of taxation. By and large, a per- 
son's income is the best single 
measure of his taxable capacity, 
particularly when we take into 
account the number of persons de- 
Pendent on him, It is by no means 
a perfect measure, however, and 
as we increase the rates to higher 
levels we must attempt to take 
inte account other factors affect- 
ing ability to pay..-. 

The problem in regard to incen- 
tive is less easy to assess but more 
fundamental and therefore more 
difficult to overcome, A progressive 
income tax must of necessity take 
more out of an additional dollar of 
earnings than it does out of the av- 
erage dollar of earnings. Conse- 
quently it must bear heavily on ad- 
ditional income earned through ex- 
tra effort or efficiency. There is a 
danger that high progressive rates 
of income tax may interfere with 
the incentive for harder and better 
work for efficient production... + 


THIRD CONSIDERATION 

I have endeavored therefore, to 
frame these income tax measures so 
as to preserve as much as possible 
of the earnings incentive for the 
great majority of the working pop- 
ulation, 

The third consideration is the 
need to ensure that the increase 

in taxes is reflected in a decrease 
in expenditures and not in re- 
ducetl saving, There would be lit- 
tle net gain if the putting into ef- 
fect of higher income tax rates 
resulted in a corresponding de- 
Cline in saving. It is vitally neces- 
sary that, while tax revenues in- 
crease, the flow of savings into 
the treasury shall also increase 
Greatly.... 

In order to obtain the increased 
yield from income tax which is re- 
quired, I am proposing that: we com- 
bine the present National Defence 
Tax and the graduated income tax 
into a single assessment to be col- 
lected as far as possible by deduc- 
tion at the source, or, where that is 
impracticable, by a compulsory in- 
stalment plan. This total assess- 
ment will consist in part of a flat 
rate tax on the total income like 
the present National Defence Tax, 
and in part of a steeply graduated 
tax at substantially higher rates 
than the present. 


PAYABLE STARTING SEPT. 1 

It will ‘be assessed in respect of 
incomes of the calendar year 1942, 
but will be collected and payable 
over the 12 months from Sept. 1 of 
this year to Aug. 31 of next year. 
Returns are to be filed, as at pres- 
ent, On or before March 31, 

National Defence Tax already 
deducted from 1942 incomes will 
be credited toward the total pay- 
able under the new tax; this will 
afford considerable alleviation of 
the immediate burden for those in 
the lower brackets. 

As at present, single persons with 
incomes of less than $660 per year 
and married persons with less than 
$1,200 a year will be exempt from 


tax, and the tax will not reduce 
incomes below these starting points. 
The flat rate tax corresponding to 
the present National Defence Tax, 
will be at the rate of seven per cent 
for married persons, and at the 
same rate for single persons with in- 
comes not exceeding $1,800; it will 
be eight per cent on single persons 
with incomes exceeding $1,800 but 
not exceeding $3,000, and nine per 
cent on single persons with incomes 
exceeding $3,000, The allowance of 
$20 for a child under the National 
Defence Tax has been increased to 
$28 for this flat rate tax—that is, in 
direct proportion to the increase in 
the rate... 


CHANGES COMPLICATED 

The changes in the graduated tax 
are more complicated. In place of the 
present exemptions of $750 for sin- 
gle persons, $1,500 for married per- 


| sons and $400 for each child, we are 


shifting over to a single basic ex- 
emption of $660—which is also the 
present starting point for National 
Defence Tax—and a flat allowance 
off the tax for married persons and 
for children, 

Married persons will deduct $150 
from the graduated tax, and the al- 
lowance for children (or other de- 
pendents) will be $80 each, These 
figures were reached by taking the 
present exemptions of $750 for,a 
wife and $400 for a child and evalu- 
ating them in terms of a tax having 
at the rate of 20 per cent, which is 
not the lowest rate of the present 
graduated tax, but the rate in the 
second thousand of taxable income. 


In effect, therefore, we are 
“freezing” the value of these pres- 
ent exemptions at about the 


amount they have been worth to 
a taxpayer having an income of 
around $2,500 or $3,000, ... 

The proposed rates of the gradu- 
ated tax are set forth in detail in 
the resolution. They are substantial- 
ly higher than the present rates. 
The first $1,000 of net taxable in- 
come (i.e,, after the exemptions are 
deducted) is n owtaxed at the rate 
of 15 per cent. Under the new sched- 
ule the first $500 is to be subject to 


|a rate of 30 per cent, the next $500 


to 33 per cent and the following 
$1,000 to a rate of 37 per cent—com- 
pared with the 20 per cent on the 
second $1,000 in the present sched- 
ule. , 


ADJUSTMENTS NEEDED 


While the total yield these rales 
will produce is still something short 
of the amounts we should like to 
obtain and therefore they cannot be 
considered more than enough from 
the point of view of our war re- 
quirements, they place such a sev- 
ere burden upon many taxpayers 
that I believe we must now be pre- 
pared to make certain new types of 
adjustments in order to meet the 
considerations which I mentioned 
a few moments ago—considerations 
of equity, incentive and savings. 

One type of special provision 
which I am suggesting, although not 
the most important, is to permit an 
exemption from taxable income in 
respect of unusually large medical 
or hospital expenses which a tax- 


payer has had to meet during the) 


year out of the income on which he 
is being taxed. This will take the 
form of permitting as a deduction 
from income, for the purpose of cal- 
culating tax, amounts spent by the 
taxpayer during the tax year on 
medical, dental, hospital and nurs- 
ing services to the extent that these 
exceed five per cent of the taxpay- 
er's income, 

A limit is to be set on the 
amounts that may be claimed in this 
way, of $400 for one taxpayer, plus 
$200 for his wife and $100 for each 
child, up to a maximum of $1,000 


TAX REFUNDABLE 


The second and most important 
type of alleyiation I wish to recom- 
mend in order to render equitable 
the increased rates which I have 
outlined involves a substantial in- 
novation in our tax machinery, I 
am proposing to make a portion of 
the increased tax refundable with- 
in a specified period after the war, 
with accrued interest at two per 
cent, 

This portion of the assessment 
on his income will therefore con- 
stitute a form of sdvings for the 
taxpayer, rather than simply a 
tax, This saving wilj be a part of 
the taxpayer's wartime earnings, 
kept for him until after the war. 
when it can be spent to better 
advantage, .., 

This refundable portion of the tax 
we might term a “minimum savings 
requirement.” It will ensure that the 
taxpayer not only pays his taxes 
but saves a certain minimum 
amount, dependent on his income, 
his tax, and his family responsibili- 
ties. In general, it will be collected 
in the same way and at the same 
time as the income tax. 


SOME ALTERNATIVES 

Allowance is to be made, how- 
ever, in this refundable portion of 
the tax for certain types of savings 
already being made by the taxapyer 
under contract, which the taxpayer 
cannot cease making without sub- 
stantial loss or danger, 


Payments made by the taxpayer 
within the tax year as net prem- 
iums on life insurance contracts 
in force today, or as principal pay- 
ments on & mortgage on one resi- 
dence, or as payments into a pen- 
sion fund, retirement fund or 
superannuation fund, will be ac- 
cepted as an alternative to the Ila- 
bility to turn over funds directly 
to the treasury as part of the 
minimum savings requirement. ,. 

Let me emphasize that this mini- 
mum of savings to be required of 
all does not release any of us from

FACES DIFFICULT JOB 
It is therefore clear that the na- 
tional war finance committee, which

The magnitude and the characier of 
its task is such that the committee 
does not believe it can succeed un- 
less it becomes to an even greater 
extent than it is now a people's or- 
ganization. 

Success will depend upon the ex- 
tent to which it can draw upon 
every group in the community for 
men and women who will help in} 
planning its activities as well as) 
carrying them out; and organiza- 
tion is now proceeding with this 
end in view.... 

A married man without chil- 
dren and with an iMcome of 
$2,000 a year is liable under the 
present law for a tax of $175. 
Under the rates proposed he 
would be liable for a total amount 
of $431, of which $231 would be 
tax and $200 would be his mini- 
mum savings requirement to be 
refunded after the war, with in- 
terest.

“ROOF” NOT NEEDED 


Therefore we have an effective | 
top rate of tax of 96 per cent for 
married persons and 98 per cent 
for single persons. This leaves 
what for such persons will amount 
to only a token residual of two 
per cent or four per cent. The ef-| 
fect of these rates will be that 
while a married person with 
$100,000 income, of which $30, 
is earned income, will be left with 
about $21,000, another having a 
total income of $500,000 will be 
left with about $37,000 


I have considered the sugges- 
tion that a maximum ievel 
should be set for net income tax 
—that we should place a “roof”, 
so to speak, on what a person 
may be allowed to retain, what- 
ever his actual income may be. 


In the United States, where 
there is an awkward problem aris- 
ing from the existence of large in- 
comes from tax-exempt securities, | 
there may be some special need 
for legislation of this character. 
In this country, however, there 
would be no substantial amount of 
revenue to be gained from im- 
posing a 100 per cent top rate 
rather than the 98 per cent rate!

ESTIMATED YIELD 


I would estimate the yield of the 
present income tax, including na- 
tional defence tax, for a full year 
at the present rates on the current 
level of incomes, at about $390,- 
000,000. 

The increase in rates, and changes 
in exemptions, which are proposed | 
would, I believe, yield an addition- 
al $115,000,000 in a full year in the 
form of tax revenue proper. It 
would also impose a minimum sav- 
ings requirement of about $250,- 
000,000 in addition, but we must ex- 
pect a very substantial proportion 
of this to be met by the alternative 
contractual forms of saving, leaving 
possibly $125,000,000 as the yield of 
refundable taxes. 

T am not including this refund- 
able tax with the estimates of 
revenue, however, as it is proper- 
ly regarded as borrowing rather 
than revenue, ... 

With the higher rates now being 
put into effect, including the re- 
fundable portion of the tax, it is 
obvious that the income tax is

DEDUCT AT SOURCE 


is proposed that income received 
from oll or gas wells organized 
on the so-called royalty basis 
Shall be deemed to be income re- 
celved by the person or persons

Also, when property is sold on an |

EXCESS PROFITS TAX 


Our tax on non-residents which 
now applies to interest, dividends, | 
rents, royalties and certain other | 
income will be extended to cover | 
salaries and annuities... . 

The excess profits tax as it was | 
drafted in the budget of June, | 
1940, and revised in many details | 
in last year’s budget, has been 
appropriate to the period of cx- 
pansion during the early years of 
the war.... 

The time has now come when we 
can and should make the excess 
profits tax more severe. The rate 
of expansion in business will now 
be much Jess than it has been here- 
tofore, In the case of many civilian 
businesses the volume of their pro- 
duction or turn-over is likely to 
decline rather than expand. Even 
in the field of war production we 
are getting close to the levels of 
full capacity. ... 


SOME DISCRIMINATION 


I believe the increase should af- 
fect the tax on excess profits rather 
than on profits that have not in- 
creased substantially over pre-war 


Consequently it is proposed to} 


deduct at the source as much as is 
practicable of the new income tax 
rates, including the refunding por- 
tion. It will not be administrative- 
ly possible to deduct 100 per cent 
of the tax liability as is the case 
with the national defence tax in} 
but we shall aim at) 
something like 85 per cent or 90 
per cent, leaving only a moderate 
remainder to be paid when the re- 
turn is filed. 

During the first four months 
the deductions will not be on the 
full scale that will be in effect 
from January, 1943, to August of 
that year, but will be at an inter- 
mediate level between that and 
the present national defence tax 
level, in order to give taxpayers 
an opportunity to adjust them- 
selves to the change. 

As I have noted, the national de- 
fence tax deducted during the first 
eight months of 1942 will be cred- 


1 


ited against the tax payable on 
1942 incomes, and this will be re- 
flected in the scale of the deduc- 


tions, particularly in the first four 
months. 


WORK ON DETAILS 

The actual details of the deduc- 
tion plans remain to be worked 
out and are not provided for in the 
resolution that I am moving... .- 

It will obviously not be possible 
to deduct the major part of the tax 
at the source on all forms of in- 
come. It is therefore proposed 
that those persons having incomes 
in such forms as are not subject to 
the source shall be) 
required to pay their taxes and} 
their minimum savings require- 
ments on a compulsory instalment 
plan extending over the same per- 
iod as the deductions from other 
incomes. 

For this purpose it will be 
necessary to provide for only four 
instalments rather than 12 in 
order to reduce the administrative 
work involved in such frequent 
payments.... 

As a consequence of the several 
factors affecting the time of pay- 
ment, as well as the changes in 
rates and exemptions, it is estimated 
that we shall receive from income 
tax on individuals, including deduc- 
tions for national defence tax, a 
total of $435,000,000 in this fiscal 
year, which amounts to an increase 
of $45,000,000 over the figure I gave 
a few minutes ago for the potential | 
yield this year of income tax and} 
national defence tax under the 
existing law. 


MINOR CHANGES 


These figures do not include the 
portion of the tax which will be 
refundable; we might expect $140,- 
000,000 of refundable tax or mini- 
mum savings requirement during 
the fiscal year, but a large portion 
of this—we might say $70,000,000— 
is likely to be accounted for in the 
alternative forms of contractual 
saving, 

There are some minor changes 
Proposed in the personal income 
tax which I will mention only 
briefly. I am proposing that the 
age up to which children may 
normally be claimed ag depend- 
ents should be reduced from the 
21st birthday to the 18th birthday 
except in cases where the child is 
attending school or college, . . 


For those at the other end of their 
working lives I am proposing some 
alleviation by providing that any-

EXEMPT WAR PENSIONS

PAY FLAT RATE 

I am now proposing that under 
the Excess Profits Tax Act a com- 
pany shall pay a flat rate of 12 per 
cent On its total profits in addition 
to the 18 per cent corporation in- | 
come tax, and then shall pay as | 
well either 10 per cent of its profits | 
or 100 per cent of its excess profits 
after deduction of the corporation | 
income tax and the 12 per cent rate 
thereon, whichever is the greater... 

The amount to be refunded to | 
those corporations which are sub- | 
ject to the 100 per cent rate on 
excess profits will be 20 per cent 
of the amount of profits in excess 

of the amount at which the 100 
per cent tax on the excess after 
the deduction of corporation in- 
come tax and the 12 per cent flat 
rate equals the 10 per cent tax on 
the total profit, 

This rather complicated provision 
results in the 10 per cent refund 
applying only where the 100 per 
cent rate effectively applies on any 
additional profits. The amount to be 
refunded will not bear interest but 
will be returned unconditionally to | 
the taxpayer after the war, pro- | 
vided only that his tax liabilities | 
have been paid. 


RESULT OF CHANGES 

The result of these changes in 
the rate structure of the excess} 
profits tax will be that no cor- 
poration will be permitted to retain | 
more than 70 per cent of its pre- 
war standard profits, though it 
will be given the opportunity to 
earn a post-war credit through 
economies and efficiencies and in- 
creased production that enable it 
to earn higher profits before tax. 

This limitation on the amount 
of profits which may he retained 
may eventually require some 
corporations whose profits or 
dividends have increased sub- 
stantially in recent years to re- 
duce their current rates of divi- 
dends. 

Because these changes impose a 
100 per cent rate on many corpora- 
tions and because in many cases

There is never any good news in a war 
budget. The one brought down yesterday 
by Hon. J. L. Ilsley is no exception to the 
rule. It could not be. If anyone hoped 
the Minister would play Santa Claus in a 
negative way by making no substantial tax 
increases he was curiously unmindful that 
the longer the war lasts the more it must 
cost—not simply “more” in the aggregate 
up to date, but more in the rate of day by 
day outlay. 

For the current year, which began 
with April last, the total war and ordinary 
expenditure is estimated at $3,900,000,- 
000—last year it was $1,894,966,000. 
Revenue is expected to bring in $2,050,- 
000,000—it brought $1,481,000,000 last 
year. The difference of $1,850,000,000 
will have to be raised by sales of war 
bonds and saving certificates—we bought 
bonds and certificates to the amount of 
$1,868,000,000 last year. 

To keep as far as possible to the rule 
of “pay as we go” new taxes are imposed 
and existing taxes are increased, by which 
it is hoped to obtain extra revenue to the 
amount $377,850,000. The population of 
the Dominion being rather less than 
twelve millions, this means additional tax- 
ation averaging around $30 per head. Not 
everyone of course will have to pay that 
much more, Those who have extremely 
low incomes will not have to pay anything 
directly, as in the past, though they will 
pay something indirectly. 

Those above the subsistence level of 
tncome will pay both directly and indirect- 
ly. The indirect taxes will affect a long 
list of articles, most of them classable as 
luxuries. In some cases the tax or increase 
is hardly large enough to affect the retail 
selling price. 

The item of direct taxation, which will 
Interest most people for personal reasons, 
is the tax on incomes, which now becomes 
a combination of the former income tax 
and the national revenue tax. The rates 
under this levy are sharply increased 
over the two rates formerly applied. 
Those in the middle brackets will pay 
twice—some more than twice—what they 
have been paying. 

But not all the extra amount paid will 
be a tax in reality. A liberal proportion 
of the money is to be collected as a com- 
pulsory loan, or enforced savings, and this 
will be returned to the payer after the war 
with interest at 2 per cent. This is an en- 
tirely new feature in Canadian taxation. 
It is aimed at collecting revenue only tem- 
porarily; the long range purpose is to en- 
Sure that everyone will lay aside a part 
of his war earnings for the after-war 
days. 

No scheme of taxation can ever be 
popular. Long ago the necessary ideal of 
a finance minister was stated to be to 
“get as much wool as possible with as 
little outcry”. The “wool” being neces- 
sary in larger quantity, Mr. Ilsley has at 
least gone about his thankless task in a 
way to give little ground for legitimate 
complaint, 

The new taxes and increases are not 
discriminatory. They are based on the 
sound rule that everyone should pay ac- 
cording as he is able to pay. They stop 
short of killing the initiative to earn 
money, which is the mainspring of pro- 
ductive industry and cannot be ignored 
even in war time. They are quite clearly 
meant to prevent the flood of war money 
causing a popular spending spree and thus 
diverting materials and labor from essen- 
tial purposes, 

The budget as a whole is an attempt 
to tax back the abnormal outflow of 
money from the national treasury, pay the 
war costs out of war incomes so far as 
practicable, save the country from a sui- 
cidal plunge into inflation, and permit the 
systematic expansion of our national war 
effort without hindrance on account of fi- 
nancial difficulties. 


At The End Of A Year 


It is a year since Herr Hitler hurled his 
forces against Russia, in what he thought 
would be a six weeks’ campaign and which 
few outsiders thought could last more than 
three months. It is eight months since 
Herr Hitler told the world the Red army 
had been smashed and “Russia would 
never rise again”, His troops are holding 
less of Russia now than when the Fuehrer 
pronounced the obsequies over his sup- 
posed victim, and they are having to fight 
as they never fought before to regain the 
ground they lost in the meantime. 

Both Moscow and Berlin marked the 
anniversary by issuing statements of the 
losses sustained by themselves and by the 
enemy. Suppose both statements are 
exaggerations, intentional or because only 
guessing was possible to a degree, an aver- 
age of the figures shows that Hitler has 
five million men less than he had a year 
ago, killed, permanently crippled and pri- 
soners, Averaging the figures on the 
other side indicates Russian losses of 
about the same proportions. 

So far as known Moscow has never 
deliberately falsified facts to show its 
position to be better than it was. There is 
no recorded instance of Nazi spokesmen 
ever having told the truth about anything 
when a lie would make the Nazi position 
seem to be better than it was. When

it is entitled to be given the benefit of the 
doubt against Berlin’s claim that its losses 
have been less than half this figure. 

President Kalinin said boldly on Tues- 
day that Hitler nce longer has the strength 
to launch a general offensive. His de- 
claration is supported by the fact that of- 
fensives have been attempted by the 
enemy at only two points, Sevastopol and 
Kharkov. Elsewhere on the 1,200 mile 
front, the Nazis have been staging noth- 
ing more than local offensive-defensive 
attacks, : 

Hitler’s power has not been broken, It 
is still tremendous. But it is less than it 
was last summer. And the Allied strength 
has doubled in manpower and multiplied 
in productive power. It must be getting 
apparent to Germans who dare to read and 
think that unless the Fuehrer can win his 
war this summer his chance will have 
passed. Herr Hitler evidently realizes 
the point himself, for he is sacrificing Ger- 
man Soldiers at a rate which can only be- 
speak desperation.

British observers who have 
lived long in Japan tell me that 
it is a mistake to think that the 
Japanese have limited their plans 
of conquest to the Pacific, leaving 
it to their Axis partners to at- 
tempt the conquest of Europe 
and Africa, 

As long ago as 1890 the Em- 
peror Meiji and the elder states- 
men concerted a policy of world 
empire which was to be consum- 
mated in 50 years, 

This policy, confirmed and ex- 
tended by Baron Tanaka's fam- 
Ous memorandum in 1927, was 
known in Japan as the Meiji 
Fifty-Year Plan. 

The 50 years actually ended in 
1940, when the fall of France 
should have brought about auto- 
matically the fall of the British 
Empire, but did not, Japan be- 
gan the last phase of her own 
privave war a year later, when 

ussia was fully engaged in 
Europe and America had not yet 
developed her own resources in 
men and materials, 


First Blow

Czecho - Slovakia; Armenian 
priests from Aleppo and from 
further east; and Armenian 
priests of Roman Catholic faith. 
They intoned a weird-sounding 
hymn, prayed to Heaven, and 
sang again. 

Slowly a fleet of flat-bottom 
boats came up the River Maritza 
two miles west of Ipsala. They 
stopped east of Farejik, People 
left the boats and marched west- 
ward hastily. I watched them 
through my spyglasses. They 
were armed and carried huge 
bundles on their shoulders. I 
judged there were 200 of them. 
There were many women among 
them. They must have come up 
the river from the Aegean sea. 
They were marching into Greek 
territory, From the costumes 
they were wearing I judged them 
to be Greeks. Where were the 
Germans! 

The little band had scarcely 
disappeared in the west when, 
from the east, a hundred beard- 
ed men on horseback, began to 
pour towards Ipsala. 

They, too, were armed and car- 
ried bundles slung over their 
saddles. With them they brought 
spirited horses without mounts. 

The chanting priests, holding 
holy books in their hands, ran 


Nicobar Islands the distance is 
even shorter. 

From both the Andamans and 
the Nicobars to the port of Trin- 
comalee in Ceylon it is but little 
over 600 miles, 

From Ceylon another series of 
island stepping - stones would 
lead the invaders across the In- 
dian ocean to Africa, They could 
advance in rapid stages from the 
Maldive Islands, the Seychelles, 


British Mauritius and French Re- 
union, to the great island of 
Madagascar itself, with its fine 
natural harbor of Diego Suarez. 

Between Madagascar and the 
coast of Portuguése Mozambique 
the narrowest channel is less 
than 300 miles, and the sea is 
dotted with smaller islands. 

Neither the formal protests of 
Vichy nor the neutrality of Por- 
tugal would prevent the Japan- 
ese from seizing both Madagas- 
car and Mozambique, could they 
but manage that conquest. 

Air Attacks 

Thence the invaders might 
launch airborne attacks on Brit- 
ish Tanganyika and Kenya, Rho- 
desia, and the Belgian Congo, 
where a comparatively well- 
developed system of road and 
rail communications exists, and 
French Equatorial Africa, with 
General de Gaulle's headquarters 
at Brazzaville, as an Objective, 

It is here, in the heart of Africa, 
that the greatest danger to our 
communications lies, The supply 
routes to the Middle East, the 
flow of American bombers, the

Two days later news came 
across the frontier that a band of 
guerillas, led by priests had 
blown up six munition dumps 
belonging to Germans and Bul- 
garians and had taken to the 
mountains more than 500 Ger- 
man soldiers,

for every inhabitant executed in 
the region by the Germans or 
their Bulgarian allies he would 
execute ten German soldiers. The 
German officer sent word prom- 
ising not to harm the inhabitants, 
including captured guerillas,

Egypt, to India, and even te 
Russia, all depend upon the 
security of the Free French bridge 
across Central Africa. 

The Chad territory, now in de 
Gaulle’s hands, with its capital 
at Fort Lamy, is a vital pillar of 
that bridge. 

Further west, Freetown, in 
Sierra Leone, is the Allied sea 
gate of Central Africa, so vital 
to our shipping communications 
with the Cape that it has to be 
vigilantly defended from the 
visits of snooping Vichy planes 
from Dakar. 

If the Japanese reached the 
west coast of Africa, whether 
they attacked the Union of South 
Africa or not, they would have 
dealt a dangerous blow at that 
dominion.

son or daughter under 21 years of 
age who is dependent upon such

mediate attempt by Marshal Edwin 
Rommel! to drive through Egypt 
for the Suez canal. His troop move- 
ments, as reported by British recon- 
naissance planes. indicate that in- 
stead of stopping to reorganize after 
the capture of Tobruk, he has de- 
cided to press his present advantage 
in men and equipment. 

All of which adds up to a final, 
all-out attempt to reach the oil 
fields of the Caucasus and Middie 
East by the end of summer. It is 
Hitler's last chance, but even if he 
succeeds, he will not have won the 
war. To stand a chance of doing 
that, he first must knock Russia out. 


SECOND FRONT 

Even if the Caucasus is lost, the 
Russians appear to have every 
chance of continuing to fight on 
into 1943, and Hitler's prospects of 
carrying on through next year, even 
with replenished oil supplies, are 
questionable. By that time or long 
before, the Allies almost certainly 


will have opened up a second front 
in western Europe. Hitler's war 
production already is strained by 
the lack of manpower, and the food 
shortage apparently is getting seri- 
ous, 
Russia's ace in the hole in stand- 
ing up against Hitler is the great 
war production centre she has 
built in the Urals and beyond. 
Great industrial cities have been 
created, such as Sverdlovsk, 
Magnitogorsk, Chelyabinsk and 
Novosibirsk, with populations 
ranging from 750,000 to 1,000,000. 
Loss of the Baku oil fields, ac- 
cording to the best available infor- 
mation, would not cause Russia's 
military machine to bog down. The 
Russians are secretive about their 
resources, but British information 
is that the oil fields which they 
have built up in the Urals and cen- 
tral Asia are capable of producing 
about 8,000,000 tons of oil a year 
To this is added vast stores of oil 
which the Russians have been ship- 
ping eastward from Baku and 
Saving up. 
FALL BACK TO URALS 


If worst comes to worst and Hit- 
ler overruns western Russia, the 
Red Army has only to fall back 
across the Volga towards the Urals 
and let Hitier try to pursue it across 
the interminable stretches of the 
interior, 

Incidentally, it was 130 years ago 
today, on June 24, 1812, that 
Napoleon and his “grand army” 
crossed the Niemen river and in- 
vaded Russia.

Red army soldier Churkin had a 
dog named Malysh, with ears of a 
setter and the strength of a Great 
Dane, Malysh flung himself on a 
tank. A bursting shell stunned. 
Malysh for a moment, and Chure 
kin went out to meet the tank, 
But Malysh forestalied him, 
Gdoomily relating his death, Chute 
kin said, “That was a fine dog.” 


I saw a dog which had blown up 
German tanks and survived. Some 
day I shall be able to tell how these 
dogs are trained and how they dese 
troy the tanks. But one thing I can 
say—the dog which formerly saved 
men from the waves of the sea, from 
snowdrifts, from criminals’ bullets, 
now saves him from tanks, 


Ortiz Tenders 
His Resignation 


BUENOS AIRBS, June 24—(AP) 
—Roberto Ortiz, Argentina's ailing 
and inactive president, today signed 
a letter resigning his office. 


If accepted by congress, which 
two years ago rejected a similar 
resignation by Ortiz, the resignation 
would hand over the executive 
power of Argentina in name as well 
as in fact to acting president Ramon 
S. Castillo, whose “policy of prudent 
neutrality” has maintained this 
country’s relations with the Axis. 

Ortiz has been inactive since July 
3, 1940. Reconciled to the view of hig 
personal physicians that his eyesight 
cannot be remedied, he acted today 
to end two years of political uncere 
tainty, despite appeals of some poli- 
ticians that he remain as nominal 
head of the government.

Ship sinkings, shrinking 
incomes after income tax de- 
ductions, and dreary weather 
are just about sufficient to 
give any but the stout- 
hearted that sinking feeling. 

But as Donald Duck has 
remarked in one of his Walt 
Disney creations: “It’s fun to 
pay taxes to batter the 
Axis.” 

The announcement from Wash- 
ington that the Japanese have 
been observed to be setting up 
establishments on Kiska Island 
gives the distance between Kiska 
and Dutch Harbor as 585 niles. 

The 585 miles may be one reason 
why the Japs have not been ham- 
mered off Kiska Island by repeated 
visits from United States heavy 
bombers. 

The round trip from Dutch Har- 
bor to Kiska is 1,170 miles. It is just 
a romp for the big four-motored 
Flying Fortresses or Consolidated 
B-24 Liberators. But it is probably 
too great a hop for the fighter es- 
corts that must accompany the big 
bombers if the egg-laying trips are 
to be carried out effectively. 

Fighters from aircraft carriers 
could of course come much closer 

to the target area but carriers 
have been having pretty tough 
sledding dodging bombs. 

Many aviation experts have been 
advocating an increase in range for 
fighting planes as well] as for bomb- 
ers. 

In straight flying a plane can 
travel many more miles than is the 
case when it goes into action 
against enemy aircraft. The twisting 
and turning involved in actual com- 
bat uses gasoline fuel at a fast rate. 

eee 

In Java it was reported that many 
large Flying Fortresses were shot 
down because of a lack of fighter 
protection. 

The big bombers could be flown 
under their own power to the 
island but fighters had to be 
brought in by ship. The long time 
required to bring the fighter craft 
in and the hazards incidental to 
shipping in wartime resulted in 
bombers being forced out on mis- 
sions without adequate fighter 
protection. One observer declared 
after the fall of the island that 
300 fighter planes could have 
saved the day. 

Some aviation men contend that 
a basic trouble at the present time 
is that nearly all combat planes are 
designed for service in western 
Europe where great range is not 
required for escort work. 

They contend that planes should 
be designed specifically for the 
area in which they will be called 
upon to operate,

Tomorrow morning when you get 
up I want you to do this: Go to your 
mirror and stick out your tongue. 
Is it coated? Can you scrape a film 
from it? Is it a normal, healthy pink 
color or is it covered with a white 
or yellow coat? 

One reason that the first thing 
the doctor asks you to do is to 
“Stick out your Tongue” is that if 
it is furred it will give him a quick 
clue that something is wrong. Often 
when illness is coming, the tongue | 
tells the tale before other symptoms | 
appear, } 

The tongue is a fairly accurate 
gauge of the state of the alimentary 
tract and a sluggish condition in 
the intestine often shows on the 
tongue. Liver trouble frequently 
causes a yellow or brown appear- 
ance of the tongue. Either fever or 
stomach trouble will also cause the 
pink color of the tongue to dis- 
appear. Appendicitis, auto-intoxica- 
tion, colitis, and many other troubles 
are often accompanied by a coated 
tongue. The only type of coat on 
the tongue which is of small dia- 
gnostic significance is that type 
where the tongue is coated early in 
the morning, but gradually clears 
during the day. 

One of the most common ques- 
tions written in the thousands of 
letters coming to me is: “What 
causés my tongue to be coated?” A 
toxic condition is the most common 
CauSe responsible for the majority 
of coated tongues. There are in turn 
many causes which may lead to 2 
poisoning of the body. Lowered vi- 
tality may be stated as one of the 
principal causes which bring about 
a toxic state. When energy is wasted 
upon late hours, overwork or over- 
eating, there will not be enough 
energy left to operate the necessary 
vital functions of the body. The 
eliminations of poisons is retarded 
and this allows waste material to 
accumulate. The tongue will reflect 
the inner condition. 

Our assimilative and eliminative 
organs all have their limit of endur- 
ance and after they have been over- 
worked for years, they become 
weakened to such an extent that the 
normal elimination of poisons does 
not take place and thus toxemia is 
increased.

7. Increase your deep breathing, 
outside if possible.

Huge Wastage 
War Spending 
In U.S. Scored 


WASHINGTON, June 24.—(AP) 
—Hitting at “reckless spending,” 
mounting bureaucracy and cost- 


plus army contracts, the United 
States house of representatives’ 
military committee yesterday 
issued a strong-worded report 
asserting that “nearly every con- 
ceivable type of extravagant 
waste” had been reflected in its 
investigation of war department 
business dealings. 

“There has been evidence of 
widespread and inexcusable waste 
of public funds amounting to mil- 
lions of dollars,” declared the re- 
port prepared by Chairman Andrew 
J. May (Dem,, Ky.), who said the 
year-old inquiry would continue, 


SPLIT DECISION 

The committee split sharply on 
the findings, with three Democrats 
reported to have joined nine Re- 
publicans to approve the report, 12 
to 9. 

The report criticized virtually 
every branch of the war depart- 
ment, including the air corps, and 
likewise voiced displeasure with the 
maritime commission. Secretary of 
Commerce Jesse Jones, however, 
was commended for “pushing the 


synthetic rubber program.” 

The committee urged that an im- 
mediate curb be placed on contracts 
awarded on a Cost-plus-a-fixed-fee 
basis, asserting: 

“This type of contract ,.. per- 
mitted excessive personnel, ex- 
orbitant salaries and led to the 
refusal on the part of contractors 
to sublet specialty contracts... 
when they were virtually unpre- 
pared either to plan or execute 
them .. . evidence of reckless 
expenditures . . . under fixed-free 
contracts, perticularly in the air 
corps branch, continues to in- 
crease in committee files.” 


The committee said of 
corps: 

“The air corps overlooked many 
opportunities to have much more} 
efficient and modern planes prior 
to the outbreak of war in 1939, We) 
developed the dive bomber... yet! 
|we had none. We are just getting 
|them now. We pioneered in self-

Tobruk Stores 
Are Destroyed 
By Engineers 


By HENRY T. GORRELL 
ALEXANDRIA, Egypt, June 

24— (BUP) — Demolition squads 
of the Royal Navy and engineers 
of the Eighth Army ignored Axis 
tank and artillery fire to destroy 
valuable stores of food, fuel and 
munitions before the surrender 
of Tobruk, it was revealed to- 
day. 

Those who escaped before the 
Axis forces over-ran the coastal 
fortress told how they blew up 
dock facilities, repair works and) 


vast quantities of supplies. 

One Royal Engineer was assigned 
the dynamiting a food dump. 

“You can’t do it, pal,” a compan- 
ion warned him. 

“But it's got to be done,” he re- 
plied. 


ENGINEER IS LOST 

Within a short while, there was 
a terrific explosion and the engi- 
neer disappeared along with the| 
food dump. 

A naval rating was assigned to} 

blow up a dock. 

“The enemy was laying down a 
terrific barrage,” he said.. “Fin- 
ally we got tired of ducking, so 
I ventured out on top of the jetty 
and wired up four depth charges. 
I lighted the fuse, then swam fot 
it. I was a safe distance away, 
when the jetty went up with a 
tremendous roar. It won't be any 
use to Jerry for a long time.” 


He said there was “no panic” In 
Tobruk, even during the heavy 
enemy bombardment. 

“When the German tanks and 


armored cats were approaching the 
harbor, our naval and merchant ves- 
sels managed to evacuate a major- 
ity of the naval personnel,” he said, 


MOSTLY NAVAL MEN 

A young naval officer, one of the 
last to leave, said the break- 
through of the perimeter defences 
followed terrific attacks on the city 
by dive-bombers, 

“About 5 p.m. Saturday when it 
was evident? that the enemy had 
broken through, all naval personnel 
in Tobruk were armed and ordered 
to fall in. The army was manning 
defences well outside of town and 
most of those in the city were 
naval officers and ratings. 

“We stood by and awaited or- 
ders as the demolition parties car- 
ried out their duties. Then sud- 
denly German tanks and armor- 
ed cars of the 15th panzer and 
19th light armored divisions turn- 
ed up in full view on the Tobruk 
side of the escarpment and be- 
gan blasting away at us. 

“IT couldn't get my ship away as it 
had been hit by a shell, so I swam 
for it and- managed to return to 
shore in a hail of fire. About three 
hundred army men who had been 

surrounded by tanks rushed in our 
direction and we managed to direct 
them to evacuation boats. Most of 
the demolition parties also came 
with us.” 
ARMY SURROUNDED 

He said all types of craft were 
used in the evacuation, including 
an old Italian boat that had not 
been to sea for months, 

“What happened to the army I 
really don't know, but 
around for two hours after the 
break-through, awaiting the order 
to shove off. When we finally left, 
the enemy's armored forces were 
all around the harbor, blasting 
away at us with everything they 
had.

Link May Be 
Built By U.S. 


WASHINGTON, June 24—(AP) 
—Amid mounting concern over 
the approach of Japanese forces 
to Alaska, the UnHed States army 
disclosed yesterday it is consider- 
ing construction of a railroad 
linking that rich territory with 
the United States. 

Approval by the House of Repre- 
sentatives appropriations committee 
of the 1943 army supply bill cov- 
ered an allotment for the Engineers 
Corps to survey the project as a 
method of getting supplies to Alaska 


swiftly. 
In testimony, Brig-Gen. C, L. 
Sturdevant of the Corps of En- 


gineers, told the committee the 
army expected to have “some sort” 
of a highway to Alaska “available 
for use this coming winter.” 


“The need for a road to open the 
Alaska area has long been recog- 
nized,” Lt.-Gen. B. B. Somervell, 
commander of the army's service of 
supplies, said earlier. 


MADE NECESSARY 

“Now strategic necessity has re- 
quired its immediate jnitiation, En- 
gineer regiments are working on 
this project at the present time and 
it is expected that a pioneer road 
will be completed in a relatively 
short time.” 

“We have four methods—we 
hope to have four methods—of 
getting into Alaska,” said Somer- 
vell. “One will be by sea, one 
will be by air, one will be by 
road, and one may be by rail- 
road.” 

Representative Albert Engel 
(Rep., Mich), a member of the 
committee, referred to “newspaper 
reports and some _ congressional 
comments to the effect that the road 
was going to be placed where the 
Canadian officiaw want it and 
where our Officials did not think 
it should go.” 

The army chiefs said they knew 
nothing of the controversy and 
Sturdevant said the war depart- 
ment had made its selection of the 
route for “military reasons.”

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Nation’s Security More Vital Than Unity Says Ralston 


Minister Refutes Claims 


Of Manpower Shortage In 


Supporting Conscription’ 


OTTAWA, June 24.—(CP)—Defence Minister Ralston | requirements on a voluntary 


told the house of commons yesterday that national security 
must come before national unity if the two come into conflict 


in Canada. 


Speaking in the resumed debate 
on the bill to amend the National 
Resources Mobilization act so as 
to permit conscrip;tion for over- 
Seas service by order-in-council, 
the minister said he wished to af- 
ford every opportunity to those 
‘who had an aversion to compul- 
sory service overseas. But he 
added: 


“We are facing the possibility of 
fighting for our very existence, and 
if considerations of national unity 
should come into conflict with mea- 
sures for our national security and 
existence, then surely it is security 
of the nation which must count—- 
and by that I mean the security of 
all the nation, both the majority and 
the minority. 


MUTUAL SUPPORT 
“It may be that if the test comes 
we shall find our national unity in 


the mutual support which we shall 
have to give each other and which 
will be imperative by reason of the 
instinct of self-preservation itself.” 


Col. Ralston warned Canadians 
would have to do without some 
Ordinary civilian commodities so 
men now engaged in civilian pro- 
duction can be released for more 
important work, 

Other members participating in 
the debate yesterday were Capt. L. 
A. Mutch (Lib. Winnipeg South), 
F. D, Shaw (N.D. Red Deer), 
Charles Parent (Lib, Quebec West 
and South) and Armand Cloutier 
(Lib. Drummond-Athabaska). 

Col, Ralston said it was “need- 
lessly timorous’ to suggest there 
must be some serious consideration 
as to where men for the army might 
be raised simply because single men 
up to 30 years old were nearly ex- 
hausted. There were “still those 
from 30 to 45, still those from 19 to 
21, and still the married class of all 
the ages from 19 to 45.” 


RELEASE FIT MEN 


Canada could not |win this war 
Without its army. Men above or be- 
low military age should be moved 
into the factories to release fit men. 
There would have to be a great 
movement of women to factories to 
take the place of men. 

There was nothing sinister about 
conscription. Between 30,000 and 35,- 
600 men now training or serving in 
Canada had been conscripted. He 
would prefer to see the Canadian 
army overseas as a volunteer force 
but if it were necessary to require 
men to service overseas there would 
be no alternative and the men must 
be sent, 


Compulsory service for overseas 
would have to be applied without 
fear or favor whenever its use 
would aid in the achievement of 
the maximum war effort, 

The education needed by Cana- 
dians was a lesson in geography “to 
show how easy it 
Hitler to hop across here if he were 
not pinned down by the constant 
dread of the British Isles.”

COUNTRY IMPATIENT 

Mr. Shaw said the country was 
becoming impatient with parliament 
which had “toyed” with the man- 
power question for five months, 
Conscription had been steeped in 
politics so long it was misunder- 
stood, It meant only the effective 
organization of resources. 

An English-speaking cross-section 
had believed in a policy of isola- 
tionism and War Services Minister 
Thorson had been “a leading light” 
among that particular group. 

Prime Minister King and the 
late Justice Minister Lapointe had 
also been responsible for giving 
the people a “wrong slant” on 
conscritpion. 

Mr. Parent said he had cam- 
pained for a “no” vote on the man- 
power plebiscite, and the “no” vote 
in Quebec meant the people did not 
want conscription and also that 
“Baptiste was fed up with breken 
pledges.” 

Mr. Cloutier told the house he 
had been against the manpower 
plebiscite and was even more 
strongly against the bill providing 
for conscritpion, 


FREE TO ACT 

“I want to state my profound ap- 
preciation of the unmistakable re- 
sponse which 3,000,000 of the people 
gave to the plebiscite, That response 
gave the government freedom to do 
whatever it considered necessary to 
win the war," said Col, Ralston, 


“It was a resounding declara- 
tion by. the people that they were 
heart and soul in the war effort,” 
Col, Ralston said. 

There was nothing “sinister” 
about conscription, It was only a 
method of raising men for armed 
or other war services and had been 
in effect for two years with one 
restriction, now to be removed, bar- 
ring conscription for service outside 
Canada

“The real question is not whether 
conscription is an efficient method

;out conscription then conscription 
would have to be imposed. 


CANNOT FAIL ARMY 

“We cannot let the army down 
and, what is more important, we 
cannot let Canada down,” he added, 

It had to be realized that there 
wag strong opposition to conscrip- 
tion in certain sections of Canada, 
It possibly arose from failure of the 
people in those sections to appreci- 
ate that the fight abroad was Can- 
ada’s fight as much as that of any 
other nation, 

Col. Ralston said that, while some 
might doubt it, he had been fairly 
earnest and energetic in seeking to 
remove difficulties in the way of 
national unity, But, he continued: 

“If questions of national unity 
should conflict with national se- 
curity, then surely the national 
security—and by that I mean the 
security of all, the minority as 
well as the majority—must be 
paramount.” 

It might be that, in the necessity 
of supporting one another, the Ca- 
nadian people would find a new na- 
tional unity. 

The necssity for the government 
having power to impose overseas 
conscription was more obyious in 
that the Japanese had shelled Van- 
couver Island and taken the first 
step along the Aleutians, the bridge 
from Asia to America. 


CHANNEL FRONT VITAL 


“Canada has three fronts,” he 
said, “and I contend that for us in 
the long run the English Channel| 
is the most vital of all.” 

There the Canadian army, with 
British and United States troops, 
stood ready to beat off an invasion 
and also ready to launch “an offens- 
ive which must succeed if the cause 
of the United Nations is not to fail.”

Prospects For 
War Financing 
In U.S. Better 


OTTAWA, June 2%4—(CP)— 
Canada's outlook for financing its 
war purchases in the United 


States is more cheerful for the 
Present year than it was last 
year, Finance Minister lisley said 
in his budget speech in the House 
of Commons last night. 

The situation, however, does not 
warrant relaxing restrictions on 
Canadian travel in the United States 
nor in the application of the War 
Exchange Conservation Act, he said. 

The Hyde Park agreement which 
facilitated United States purchases 
of war supplies in Canada’ was re- 
sponsible for the improved outlook 
and for the fact that Canada had 
been able to meet its payments in 
United States dollars in the past 
year. 


MEET REQUIREMENTS 


“By the collaboration of our good 
neighbor and: ally we hope to be 
able to meet our exchange require- 
ments which arise out of our need 
for war materials in the way most 
effective for a nation at war, 
namely by the provision of muni- 
tions of war for which ever of the 
United Nations and whichever of 
the world’s battle fronts require 
them most urgently,” said Mr. 
Ilsley. 

“This is a most desirable situa- 
tion but let it not be misunder- 
stood, We are able to do this only 
as long as we continue to exercise 
Care and prudence in our non- 
War transactions, 

“The restrictions on pleasure 
travel now have been in force for 
nearly two years and it can be 
stated with assurance that these re- 
Strictions have saved us well over 
100,000,000 United States dollars 

Since they were imposed. 

“The amounts saved by the War 
Exchange Conservation Act are also 
very substantial. During the past 
fiscal year jt is likely that the sav- 
ings under both heads have amount- 
ed to in the neighborhood of $130,- 
000,000 about equally divided be- 
tween the two items. In the light 
of these figures it is fully apparent 
that these measures have played an 
essential part in the past and that 


we are not presently in a position 
to relax them.” 

Mr. Ilsley said imports of war 
materials from the United States in- 
creased from month to month. 
Liquid reserves of gold and US. 
dollars decreased by $142,000,000 in 
1941, 

The first quarter of 1942 brought 
a marked but temporary improve- 
ment and as a result the decline for 
the fiscal year which ended March 
31, was only about $50,000,000.

‘Churchill Will; 
Face Bitterest 
Criticism Y et 


LONDON, June 24—CP)—When 
Prime Minister Churchill returns 
from the United States to report 
to the House of Commons he will 
| probably hear the bitterest critic- 

ism of his career, but newspapers 
predicted today that he would 
retain firm control of the govern- 
ment barring further critical 
military losses. 

The disquiet displayed yesterday 
in Commons was “more serious 
than that after the fall of Singa- 
pore” when Mr. Churchill's govern- 
ment was given a 464-to-1 vote of 
confidence, the Yorkshire Post de- 
clared. 


MOST SERIOUS ISSUE 

“This is the most serious personal 
issue Mr. Churchill has faced since 
becuming prime minister,” The 
Mirror said. “It will undoubtedly 
mean the heaviest adverse vote the 
government has had to face.” 

“The government,” said the Daily 
Mail, “is faced with all the possis 
bilities of a serious political revolt.” 

The Times expressed belief that 
the forthcoming motion 'n the house 
to censure the miiitary direction of 
the war would not get much support 
| beyond its original 25 to 50 signers, 
The Times pointed out that these, 
in the main, were the same mem- 
bers who have been critical of the 
government for months, 

“Indications are that the adverse 
vote likely will be comparatively 
small,” said Lord Beaverbrook's 

Express, 

“The attack of rebel M.P.’s cannot 
succeed,” said the Star, terming the 
proposed motion “a free and ill- 
advised gift to Dr. Goebbels” not 
Supported by any general public 
recrimination. 


FIX RESPONSIBILITY
